Ottawa, Jan. 5. — Tho liovuriiinenfc 
ih in active communication with tua 
Imperial floverniiient respecting an ox- 
Lrndition treaty with the Uniti'd States 
on an enlarged basis. It in likely that 
the Imperial Parliament will pass an 
act this session embodying tho views of 
t!m Dominion (lovernmont. Whether 
any legislation will bo required by the 
Dominion Government or not ean only 
lie decided at a Bulweiiuent period. The 
draft, treaty haH boon submitted to the 
.Dominion Government. 

A serious question has arison in tho 
Senate, in connection with tlie nuniur 
ouh divorce hills now before that body. 
Tim statute requires that each divorco 
tommittee shall consist of nine mem- 
bers! Tho whole number of Senators is 
seventy-five, twenty-seven of whom are 
Catholics, who will not nerve on divorco 
committees. This reduces the number 
lablcto forty-eight, which in not 
Buflicieut to afford separate _ com- 
niitteea to consider each application. 

Tlie House to-day had the Inst, 
hearty laugh, occasioned by the assi.it- 
ftut. clerk winding up a message from 
the Governor-General respecting the 
appointment of the Internal Economy 
Committee by saying, ".signed Lome." 
Ho had got so used to the ordinary con- 
clusion that he forgot for the moment 
that Lnnsdowne was Governor -Gener- 
al. 

Montreal, Fob. 5. — Mr. L'. X. 
Beautify, a wealthy local real estate 
owner, lias announced his intention of" 
giving the site of an orphanage on St. 
Oathnrine street, expending a quarter 
of u. million dollars in its erection, and 
donating one hundred thousand dollars 
towards its endowment. The institu- 
tion will be transferred to the control 
of the ecclesiastical government of tho 
parish of Notre Dame, Llov, Father 
Sentcnne, the cure, having tho chief 
charge. Operations have been commenc- 
ed to clear tho site of its present in- 
cumbrances. 

Detectivo Flynn, of the Grand 
Trunk railway, arrived hero from To 
ronto this morning, and identified II ar- 
ris, alum Montgomery, who has been 
arrested for tho safe robbery at Lougue 
Pointe, as one of the most desperate 
thieves ill Ontario, who lias spent tilt?

notorious Toronto thief and burglar, 
but not so dangerous as liis companion.

Montreal, Feb. 5. — An extensive 
lire broke out to night in the whole- 
sale millinery warehouse of A. J. Tur 
cotte et Co., on St. l'aul street, gutting 
the interior, and doing damage to tho 
extent of $'20,000; insured in English 
and Canadian companies for 15,000. 
The flames spread into the adjoining 
promises of M. Tresler, wholesale fancy 
goods and musical instruments, the 
damage being estimated 81 5,000, which 
is covered in [English and Canodianof- 
ficea The proprietor x>f tho latter is at 
present in Engl al id.

Montreal, Feb. '/.--The forgeries 
of tho absconding clerk of the Standard 
Clothing House so fur discovered 
amount to two thousand dollars, and 
more are coming to light every day. 
Actions have been onterrd by Mr. 
Parker against tho Bank of Montreal, 
Merchants' Bank, Ontario Bank and 
iMolsqn's Bank for sums aggregating 
two thousand dollars, and, representing 
amounts cashed by them on the forged 
signature of Parker- The said banks 
will set up a joint defense, contesting 
the bona tides of the .suits. 

Toronto, Feb. 7. -An interesting 
breach of promise! case will occupy tho 
attention of tho courts shortly. A writ 
has been issued at Oaguodea Hall at tho 
instance|of Mrs. Orr, a widow lady, 
against John Elliott, of the lilliott 
House, claiming $1,000 damages. Kl- 
liott recently married his third wife, a 
young girl of eightt en.

Excellency tho Governor General and 
J.ady Lansdowne will visit tjiieboc, and 
from there go to Oascapcdiu, where His 
Excellency linn built a Utile box and 
called it Dreen, after his Irish estate. 
After leaving Uascaptdia the party 
will probably go to Winnipeg and 
make an extended trip through tho 
Northwest. 

Ottawa, Feb. G. — The Imperial and 
United State Government have agreed 
upon a measure which will widen the 
scope of the oxtrndion treaty. It has 
been submitted to the Government here 
and accepted. As soon as it is legislated 
upon in England, a bill will be intro 
duced by Sir John to give it such force 
in Canada as may be ret mired. 

A gentleman who wits calling to .see 
some friends in the pressroom of tho 
Commons to-tlay was stopped by tho 
messengers at tin- main entrance and 
ordered to lay down a small satchel 
which Ik? had in his hand. There was 
nothing mysterious about the package.

When Gen. Laurie rocommondod that 
H: M. S. dockyard should bo removed to 
Port Moody, whore tho wurships could lie 
In siifoty from the disturbing liurrass- 
monta of a hostile fleet, there ivna u laugh 
all round at the muro idoa of a British 
Hoot Bule-tin!* » position of perfect im- 
munity from attack. It was pointed out 
that so far from the mission of a British 
navy boiun to hidu its object was to seek; 
and the question was asked, supposing 
the dockyard removed to Port Moody 
how could our disabled warships after a 
brush with an enemy in the ..trait, hope 
to pass the hostile batteries of San Juan 
Island and reach Burrard Inlet to retit f 
It is scarcely necessary to say that the 
weight of every naval commander who 
has visited this station has been cast 
against (ion. Laurie's proposition. Apart 
from the presumption uf a land-lubber 
undertaking to dictate aa to the naval do 
fonces of the country, the absurdity of 
tho change was abundantly apparent to 
the most inexperienced in warfare. The 
proposition was a blow at the prestige of 
tho royal navy, and it was promptly re- 
sented by those in command. The dock 
yard, in spite of the recommendation of 
General Laurie, will remain whore it is; 
and active steps will soon bo taken to 
place Ejquimalt, the only coaling station 
on the North Pacific, in a condition of 
complete defence. Yesterday, in looking 
over tho report of Gen. Middlutou on 
the militia and defences wo came upon a 
report from Col. Holmes, D. A. G. , of this 
district upon tho proper location for bat- 
teries and barracks. ThoOolonel's report 
favors Coal Harbor and English Bay, 
and Gen. Middleton, win admits that lie 
la not personally acquainted with the situ- 
ation, accepts the recommendation. Wo 
feci sure that tho Dominion government 
and parliament will not fall into the aaoio 
error. The places that require protec- 
tion are Eaquimalt and Victoria. Should 
they fall into tho hands of an enemy tho 
key to British power in tho North Paciiic 
would bo lost. The coal measures would 
speedily pass into foreign hands arid thoro 
would bo an end to British supremacy in 
tins part of tho world. To leave the line 
strategical point of Eaquimalt and tho 
capital of tho province, whero two-thirds 
oLtho wealth and population are astc 11- 
blod, unprotected and concentrate tho 
laud and sea forces at an inland town, so 
to speak, would bo an act of folly so sui- 
cidal that even as inscrutable a govern- 
ment as Mr. Gladstone's would not be 
guilty of it. Tho proper location for an 
aimed force is whero it can bo used ill 
protecting British interests. To locate it 
in an out-of-thu-way place where there is 
nothing to protect would be to defeat the 
object for which the Canadian army was 
created. If thoro is lighting to bo done 
the soldiers, like the sailors, should be in 
the best position to do it. 

THE FACTOHY HILL. 

Tho factory bill introduced by Dr. Ber 
gin in the commons providoa that no man 
Hhall be employed for more than GO hours 
a week, or more than live hours on Satur- 
days; that no child under 10 years of age 
shall bo employed; that no child under M 
shall bo employed continuously for more 
than live and a half hours without an in 
turval of at least one hour for a meal; 
that for persons under IS years the period 
of employment shall begin a <i :.'!() in the 
morning and close at ():.'!() in the evening, 
with the exception of Saturdays, which 
shall bo half -days; that in factories where 
young people are employed, women shall 
bo governed by the same regulations as 
apply to men; that in workshops whore 
young people are employed, tho period 
of work for wi men shall begin at fj:U0 
o'clock in the morning and otid at 
o'clock in tho evening, oxcept on Satur- 
days, (when their work shall cease at 4 
o'clock. All young persons shall bo en- 
titled to holidays on Christmas Day, 
Good Friday, Queen's Birthday and Do- 
minion Bay, and in addition shall have 
nn fewer than eight half days beside in 
tho yoar, to be selected by the master of 
tho young persons with the approval of a 
doctor; no woman or young person shall 
be allowed to clean machinery while in 
motion; children are not to he employed 
unless they have a medical certificate 
stating their ago and strength; inspectors 
are to be appointed whose duty shall be 
to soo that the provisions of tho law are 
rospocted. In case of an owner of a 
factory violating any of the provisions of 
tho act ho may bo summoned beforo a 
police magistrate or justice ofgtho peace 
and fined. 

A SORRY TWAIN. 

Our esteemed morning contemporary 
invites us again to call attention to its 
existence without the usual reference to 
advertising rates. It likes to be noticed, 
as did James Gordon Bennett, even 
though the notice took the form of a cow- 
-hiding. As a rule our esteemed contem- 
porary has nothing to nay about anything, 
yet it grievously complains that even tho 
Times has supplanted it as an "opposi- 
tion" paper. Imagino tho status uf a 
newspaper which the Times could sup- 
plant ! Tho two remind us of a couple of 
ragpickers disputing over a "find" of 
cast-oil' garments. To our morning con- 
temporary tho day ia liko night, for its 
ordinary existence appears to bo a long 
slumber. It has no views, no news, no 
reports, no telegrams, no anything. Tho

EASTERN STATES. 

Chicago, Fob. 10. — The weather hero 
and throughout tho northwest generally 
to-day Is intensely cold. At 8 o'clock this 
morning in Chicago the mercury indicated 
15 dogreos below zoro. Tho weather is 
clear. The prospect is not encouraging 
for warmer weather. The storm signals 
uro flying and a further drop of tho mer- 
cury is oxpocted. At Omaha it is 13 
degrees bolow; at St. Paul, 10 below; 
Dosinoinos, 10 below; Dubuquo, 18 bolow; 
Fargo, Dak. , 28 bolow; Jamestown, 35 
bolow, and Winnipeg, 'M bolow zoro. 

Further and lato inquiries develop the 
fact that all tho lines are blockaded. The 
Crank Trunk refused consignments of 
freight this morning 1 

Nkw Vork, Feb. 10. — Vauult Dudley- 
was arraigned in the police court this 
morning for Bhooting Donovan Rossa. 
Rossa was not in court and tho prosecut- 
ing officer announced that ho had not 
culled him because thoro was such an ex- 
citoment about dynamite at present that 
oxtranooua matter might interfere with 
tho orderly administration of justice. 
Ex-Judge Fullorton and Lawyer Butts 
appeared for 31rs. Dudley, who sat com- 
posed near her counsel and listened in- 
tently, but with littlo evident concern, to 
tho testimony of witnesses for tho people. 
When asked by a witness whom she had 
shot she said, "O'Douovan Roasa." Wit- 
ness asked why, and was told by prisoner 
that sho had shot at lloasa because she 
wanted to kill him, Tho reason for such 
desiro was that Bussa is an enemy to my 
country. Tho justice consented to fix 
bail at ¥3,000 for the prisoner's appear- 
ance before tho grand jury. 

St. Louis, Fob. 10. — Chicago trains 
have been abandoned out of here on ac- 
count of tho snow blockade. 

New Brunswick, N, J., Fob. 16— A 
terrific raiti storm has been raging this 
morning. Tho Raritan river is rapidly 
rising and there is every prospect of a 
repetition of tho great freshot of 1882. 

Nkw York, Feb. 10.— The tide in the 
North river this morning is higher than it 
has been for many yoara. Tho water is 
on a level with tho docks and it is difficult 
for ferry boats to make landings. The 
stores along West street near tho river are 
all floodod and considerable damago has 
boon done. Along West and South 
stroets nearly every collar is flooded. All 
available apparatus for pumping out the 
water has boon brought into use. 

Trbnxon, N. J., Feb. 1G— A heavy rain 
storm this morning caused the river to 
rise and great damage to property ia 
fearod. A fearful freshet is approhonded. 

Nkw York, Fob. 10.— Eight cases of 
dynamite have boon stolon from tho 
magazine of tho Amorican Dynamite Co., 
Westchester county. Every effort is be- 
ing made to locate it as dynamite is not a 
marketable product. Tho thieves are be- 
lieved to be oonnocted with socialists or 
other organizations of dynamiters. 

RUSSIA. 

London, Feb. 10. — Sonio excitement 
was created to-day, especially in com- 
mercial and financial circles, by tho re 
ceipt of dispatches from Berlin announc- 
ing that tho Russian government have 
ordered two thousand Krupp guns for the 
purpose of strengthening its position in 
Central Asia, tho guns to bo of the largest 
pattern. They are evidently intended for 
service in fortresses now building. Simul- 
taneously with this report came dispatohea 
from St. Petersburg stating that Sobas- 
topol will be made a freo port. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Out., Fob. 10. — Speaker Mil- 
ler, of tho senate, has issued an order ex 
eluding everybody, the press included, 
from visiting any of the rooms adjacent 
to tho chamber, no matter what their 
errand may be. It is said lie is afraid of 
dynamite. 

CENTRA L AMERICA 
Panama, Feb. 1(5. — Tho country is in n 
complete uproar and communication with 
tho interior is entirely cut ofT. Official biii- 
luntins claim that the government forces 
havo been triumphant everywhere and the 
popularity of Dr. Nunoz continues undim- 
inished. These reports aro not confirmed. 

CALIFORNIA 

San Francisco, Feb. 10. — Judge Sullivan 
this morning rendorod a decision on the 
questions of alimony and counsel fees in the 
Sharon divorce onso. Ho granted the 
plaintiff $2,500 a month from tho estate on 
tho application of January !Hh, and 
$65,000 counsel foes. 

ARC ATA, Fob. 16. — The citizens of this 
city after compelling tho Chinese to remove 
outside the city limits, held a mooting and 
adopted a resolution pledging themselves to 
use all legal moans to prevent the settle- 
ment of Chinese in Areata. 

San Francisco, Feb. Kb— Tho Chronicle 
publishes an artielo to-day in which it 
claims to have discovered the existence of 
a brotherhood of dynamiters in this city 
numbering 85 members. One of tho luum- 
bo-s interviewed, stated that tho brother- 
hood had sent $700 to O'Douovan Rossa 
and that two agents wore sent to Great 
Britain from this city. 

San Fkancisoo, Fob. ](». — Senator 
Sharon says, rolativo to Judge .Sullivan's 
decision, "I shall neither pay promptly, 
nor shall I pay at all. My counsel will 
at once procood by writ of orror and writ 
of certiorari to take tho matter bofore tho 
aupromo court and atop all proceedings 
till that tribunal shall havo made final 
determination of the caso. 

Tho Chrouiclo haa concluded an ar- 
rangement with Coo. Augustus Sala, who 
sailed to-day for Australia, by which ho 
is to write a series of letters descriptive 
of the countries he will visit, He will 
writo for no other" American paper. 

No important changes have occurred in 
tho ironworkers' strike. Moulders' appren- 
tices loft work to-day in shops whero 
thoro la a reduction, being called out by 
tho mouldora' union. 

ENGLAND. • 
London, Fob. 16. — Wheat iu poor de- 
mand; flour, littlo doing; corn, spot and 
futuros in poor demand. 

London, Feb. 10. — A tnrrifio explosion 
occurred in tho powder magazine at Gi- 
braltar tn-day killing 17 men and doing 
considerable damage otherwise 

London, Feb. 10.— When tho Bow 
atroot police court opened sitting for the 
examination of Cunningham and Burton 
much surprise was occaaionod to the pub- 



lic by notices conspicuously posted up in 
tho corridors that no person carrying a 
bag would bo permitted to enter tho 
building. In addition to this a notico 
warned every one that the police would 
soarch any ono whose appearance or con- 
duct was auspicious. 

Tho crown proceeded to produce testi- 
mony inculpating the prisoner in tho 
underground railway explosion at Cower 
street station January 23d. lie was re- 
manded for a week. 

London, Feb. 16. — Great excitement was 
occasioned to-day by the riotous conduct of 
a large number of unemployed workmen. 
Three thousand paraded the streets with 
banners bearing mottoes stating their griev- 
ances. Several bands of music aocouipaui- 
od the procession which marched to the 
building occupied by the local government 
board. A committee entered tho office and 
demanded relief for the people. They re- 
presented that they wanted immediate em- 
ployment on the construction of municipal 
works which, they said, were needed for 
public good. The officials o( the board re- 
fused to hoar the committee, and tho crowd 
became a howling mob. The police at- 
tempted to interfere; but were soon over- 
powered. The paraders then invaded 
Downing street and stopped in front of the 
official residence of Gladstone. They 
howled and hissed and hurled invectives 
against the government. A cabinet council 
was being held at the time, and tho mob at- 
tempted to force their way into the mom 
whero the council -was sitting. The police 
at this point received assistance and ejected 
the intruders. The mob then attempted to 
storm tho admiralty and home office; but 
wore driven oil and finally dispersed by the 
police. 

London, Feb. 10.- -A later dispatch from 
Gibralter says that of 17 men killed by to- 
day's explosion H were soldiers and '.' civil- 
ians. Tho explosion ooonrrod in one of 
the small powder magazines. 

London, Fob. Hi.— At a meeting of un- 
employed workmen on the Thames em- 
bankment, resolutions were adopted de- 
manding reduction in hours of labor of 
tho government workmon and the con- 
struction of useful public works to give 
employment to the idle.

ENGLAND. 

London, Fob. 10. — Mr. Hynuman, 
chairman of the democratic federation 
prosidod at the meeting of tho nnom- 
ployed workingmcn this afternoon. There 
wore cheers for social revolution and vio- 
lent speeches wore made. The speakers 
insisted that railway and other public 
companies should bu forbidden to employ 
men over 8 hours a day. One asserted 
that Jay Gould had recently defeated a 
aiinilar measure in New York .Statu and 
that he had his prototype in the Coahons, 
Rothschilds and Brasseys in this country. 
Sumo of tho policemen drew staves when 
the crowd became noisy and demonstra- 
tive. Tho mob when charged by tho 
police fled (precipitately. Some Stones 
were thrown at the police and several of 
them woro knocked down during the dis- 
turbance. No arrests were made. 

London, Feb. 16.— Dispatches to-night 
from Gibraltar 'show that the damage by 
oxplosion reported this morning was in 
no respect so serious as was first stated.

Nkw York, Feb. 16. A heavy rainstorm 
hore to-day gave' place to a windstorm in 
tho evening. During tho day Theodore 
Earnest wjs blown from a roof and killed. 

Howe and Samuel Walters woro fatally 
injured by Hying signs. Snow nnd rain 
provailod along tho Hudson river north of 
1'oughkeopsio and trains are blockaded by 
snow. The Hudson and other rivers in the 
state rose very high and much damage was 
dono.

Dingwall, that a respectful address bo 
presented to his honor tho lieutenant- 
governor, praying that stops bo taken to 
prevent tho navigation of tho inland 
waters of British Columbia by foreign 
vessels without their entering and clearing 
at some port of British Columbia. 

Ho proposed to add thu words "and to 
restrict navigation in those waters by 
foreign vessels. " His objoct was to 
restrict foreign vessels from using inland 
waters, and place American bottoms on 
the same footing as that imposed on 
Kngliah vessels going up tho .Sound. Tho 
American bottoms had the use of inland 
waiurs of British Columbia without any 
restriction whatever. Steamers were also 
to bo placed on the Columbia and Knot 
enay rivers, and if thoy wore tdlowed to 
do this without any restriction trade 
would be diverted to tho south of the 
boundary lino. It was to protect tho in- 
land lakes and rivers from trade of foreign 
vessels. 

Mr. Kayhould asked if inland waters 
referred to Hie Gull of Georgia f 

Mr. Drake thought that the Gulf of 
Georgia would bo considered as the high 
ocas. 

Mr. Itaybould said Hint it' the gulf 
wore considered inland waters it would 
seriously affect tho trade of Nanaimo and 
New Westminster if such a step was car- 
ried into etfuct, iu it would under it be 
necessary to enter and clear at Victoria. 

Mr. Orr said that tho iiiembur from 
Naiiikimo did not understand the question. 
Vessels had to clear at Port Townsolld for 
Lhu Sound, and any vessel could clear 
from a foreign port ami enter at any 
customs port in Canada. He was in 
favor of restricting the many small Amer- 
ican crafts from coasting and trading at 
the small ports on the islands and along 
the coast. 

Mr. Galbraith said that, it was well that 
Iho question had ctuno up, for there wore 
several ateamora under construction to 
navigate tho Columbia and Koototiay 
rivers. Under thu crown oniony days 
thorn was a port of entry at Fort Shop- 
pard on the Columbia river, and there 
was no other calling point from this port 
until thu now town of Far well was 
roftchod. \t would he wise to determine 
this matter, bo. that the intended steamers 
might bo uindo to suit tho requirements 
of trade on those rivers. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said that tho present 
law allowed American tugs to go down 
the straits and tow a vessel to auy port in 
Hiitisb Columbia, This was not the case 
with British Columbia tugs, for thoy 
could not tow vessels into auy American 
port. Thoro was something radically 
wrong in tho law for it discriminated 
greatly against tho Canadian tugs. Fully 
one-third of the voassls towed to Bur- 
rard Inlot and Nanaiiuo were towed thoro 
by American tugs, and the cousoquenco 
was that a largo sum of money was lost 
to tho Province annually. Ho lu'.pod. hia 
honourable friend, thn mover o| tho reso- 
lution, would make it go furthor so as to 
meet tho case, iu reference to the tugs. 

Mr. Grant aaid that something should 
he done to make thu laws as fair for Ca- 
nadian vessels as tho American, for at 
present there was a great detriment 
placed against Canadian vpsnols iu the ubo 
of our inland wators, lakes and rivers 
without restriction. 

The resolution was carried. 

DOMINION HflNT. 

Mr. Orr moved, socouclod by Mr. Cun- 
ningham, that an humble address bo pre 
Bunted to the Lieutenant-governor to urge 
on tho Dominion government the expedi- 
ency i if establishing a mint ill British 
Columbia. 

Tho honorable mover said that this was 
tho most important mineral province in 
thu Dominion, and it was strange that in 
tho whole Dominion them was no mint. 
Tho gold coin in circulation here was on- 
tiruljf Auioiican, and iL seemed rather an 
anomaly that our gold should bo ospurtuil 
to San Francisco mid returned hero to 
circulat as American coin, Thoro was 
all tho r.ooucsary machinery and plant at 
New Westminster for tho mint, and he 
thought it should bo established and gold 
coin produced that would boar tho Btamj) 
of Canada nB ft nation. 

Mr. Cunningham snid that ho also 
though L tho mint should bo estab- 
lished, 'mid tho old mint, though badly 
dilapidated, would gruatly lesson tho ox- 
ponso. 

Tho resolution waa carried. 

(JUINIME KyiUBNOK. 

Mr. Raybould moved, seconded by Mr. 
Soiulin,, that thu house roiolve itself in- 
tu a cunuiiitteo of the whole for thu pur 
peso of considering tho petition fruui 
Nanai mo and Wellington iu roferunce to 
Ch ineso evidence. 

lie said that it was for the purpose of 
obtaining the opinion of the house in thu 
matter so that, something might ho done 
to have the evidence of Ghinotio abolished 
from the goiirta. for tile purpose of con- 
violin^ while uion, unless substantiated 
by reliable evidence. 

The house went into committee, Mr. 
Grant in the chair. 

Mr. Kayhould road a graphic aofloiuit 
of a report of aClumfte row at Naiiaiuio] 
from a paper, where a white boy was 
pounced on by a hundred Chinamen, and 
the Chinese swore against him in court, 

Mr. Dunsmuir — What paper is that 1 

Mr, Raybould — Tho Free Press. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — (Hi! 

Mr. Raybould moved, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Smithe, that an address he [ire 
sented to tho Dominion government that 
the law bo changed so as to niaku tho evi- 
dence of Chinese insufficient to convict a 
white man unless substantiated by other 
evidence. 

Mr. Orr— I think that the resolution 
should be changed so uh to exclude Chin- 
ese evidence altogether unless they wero 
Christianized. 

Mr. Galbraith— Make it read whito ovi- 
donee. 

Hon, Mr. Robson — A black person's 
evidence is just as credible as a white's. 
(Laughter.) 

Hun. Mr. Smitho— Lot It read ''other" 
evidence. 

Mr. Wilson — Other than Chinese evi- 
dence . 

Mr. rielgeson — Tlio resolution don't 
meet tho case at all, there should bo some- 
thing tangible to work on. 

Hon, Mr. Robson said that the matter 



was an important ouo and they should be 
obliged to the niemhor from Nnnainio fur 
bringing it up. There was r» distinction 
made in Indian evidence in reference to 
white men, and there should be certainly 
greater distinction made with Chinese. 
Chineso evidence was unreliable, and 
thoro was proof that there woro means 
used by Chineso to place whito men at a 
disadvantage when giving evidenco, Thoro 
should bo a change made in tho law con- 
victing whito men exclusively on Chineso 
evidence, for at present thoy wero in a po- 
sition to swear a white man's life away or 
solid him to the chain gang for life. Thoy 
would not. Im doing their ililf-y iiii|»i«k thoy 
took some action, and thu Dominion gov- 
ernment called on to make such change in 
tho law a» would protect white citizens 
from Chinese perjury, 

Mr. Orr asked tho provincial secretary 
if thoy wished to exclude Cblnoau ovl- 
donco against Cliineso or would It bo dog 
eat dog. 

Hon. Mr. Robson— Yes, lot dog eat 
dog. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Qfelgesbh said that thoy woro not 
getting any furthor. He would move that 
they riso and roport progress and ask 
leave to sit again. 

Mr. T. Davio said he thought tho laat 
resolution a sonsiblo one. Tho niattor 
roquirod deliberation. It seemed to him 
that the resolution might place thorn iu a 
wrong light before the Dominion houoo. 
There was no jury that would convict a 
whito man oh tho exclusive evidenco of 
Chineso. However, he would be in favor 
of having an amendment put on tho 
statute book making it law that. Cliineso 
evidence be corroborated. He thought if 
tho lion, gentleman would prepare a 
further resolution to moot tho case it 
would be flutter. 

Thu committee reported progress and 
will sit again to-morrow.

Commissioner Todd and special constable 
Robertson have boon doing their duty by 
visiliLig all the Gimps along tho line as far 
as tho Eagle Pass junction, and searching 
out "evil-doors.'' Thoy have done consid- 
erable business, having issued three search 
warrants, and destroyed a munborof liquor 
packages found where they bad no right to 
be. Lookers on stood with silout tears in 
their eyes as the longed-for spirits woro 
poured out by the wayside. 

Tuesday evening unadjourned mooting nf 
the hospital directors assembled at the gov- 
ernment office.

During tho discussion in t.ho house yes- 
terday oil the bill to protoct builders and 
workmen hi the securing of I h«i r wages, 
it eaino out that Mr. Dunsmuir had so 
made tho recent contract of the 
Island railway that in Iho event of 
the workmen not beiiiL! paid ho would 
step in and pay their waues. Thero was 
a difference of opinion in reference to the 
working of the bill, which provides that 
wages shall bo paid weekly, and fail- 
ing in thiH, the omployo may sue for the 
same nt onco and recover the amount due. 
Members of tho house were of opinion 
that tho compelling of largo contractors 
to make a. weekly payment of wages 
would greatly hamper thorn, for often 
such contractors woro men of limited 
means and depended chiefly on payment 
for work done to make monthly payments 
to their oniployds. It. was then contended 
that nnno but men of capital or largo 
credit should take contracts for which 
they could not pay without tho help of 
the party lotting the contract. As an 
offset to this it was affirmed that if con 
tracts were confined to men of capital 
then thoro would be exorbitant prices 
paid for tho construction .ef large works. 
Tho promoter of tho trill, Sir. Then. 
Davie, and other members mentioned the 
fact that hundreds of men were defrauded 
out of their wages by defaulting sub- 
contractors, who look work at less than 
living rates and then left the country with 
amounts paid them without first paying 
their employe's. Tho late unfortunate 
drydock contract, tho Goldetroam wagon 
road contractors, and the largo number 
of contractors of buildings who have 
skipped out wore referred to us a roason 
why tho bill should become law. Thero 
can bo no questioning tho necessity of 
Biich a bill, and if its provisions oould bo 
so framed ss not to interfere with the 
progress of large wurks, it would prove a 
very valuable addition to our statutes iu 
that it would protect workmen from un- 
scrupulous contractors.

It has already been decided that an- 
othor artillery school of instruction shall 
ho formed in British Columbia, and I 
would beg to urge tho necessity of this 
being curried out as soon as possible. 

The expected completion of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway at tho end of 
this next year renders this more necessary 
thtiu over. Should England unhappily 
bo onuagod in hostilities which would 
necessitate tho despatch of troops to her 
Eastern possessions, and tho passage of 
tho Suoz canal bo dobarrod her, the 
Canadian Pncific Railway would bocoruo 
bur line of communication, 

From tho romarks that fell from you 
(lion. Mr. Caron) in a speech dolivorod 
by you at Toronto, 18th December last, 
I understand that troops will he able to 
bo conveyud from Halifax to Vancuuver 
in fire and a half days, artillery, ordnance, 
stores, etc., in about eight days, and pro- 
bably, whon the fast steamor system is es- 
tablished, infantry alone will bo ablo to 
bo transported to Yokohama in twonty- 
sovon days, or to Hong-Kong in thirty 
days. 

EXTENSION IN ItiUTISLI COLCMMA. 

Tho western terminus would thuB be- 
come a most important strategic point. 
This terminus, I believe, it is now decided 
to fix at a spot in Uurrard Inlet, called 
Coal Harbour, near Brockton point, whore 
I believe, most suitable positions can bo 
found, not. only for a barrack, but, also for 
the headquarters of tho district, an ad- 
mirable position for batteries can be found 
in tho vicinity, completely defending this 
inlet, w hich runs up to Port Moody. 
This selection of a spot, for barracks, etc., 
is not, formed from personal knowledge o/ 
the locality, but from a report, and tho 
sluily ot a carefully drawn map, furnish- 
ed by Liout,-Col. Holmes, D. A. (1., No. 
tl diatrict. 

1 might add that there aro four reserves 
on the south side of the Burrard's Inlot, 
two of which would be roquirod at onco, 
one of them coniaining the spot I havo 
alluded to as suitable for a barracks, etc., 
and it would appear advisable to huvo 
their boundaries at onco properly sur- 
veyed and laid down, which could bo 
easily done now, as 1 am informed that 
tho Dominion government havo a party 
ol surveyors at work on tho Inlot at the 
present moment. 

The advantages arising apparently from 
the selection of ground near Coal Harbor 
as a site of a barracks for the Artillery 
School of Instruction, and for headquar- 
ters, aro as follows: Good water is ob- 
tainable by digging a fuw foot, timber is 
in abundance on the reserve, u wharf could 
he easily and cheaply built, us the doep 
water comes up close to tho north side; 
there is ample room for artillory mid 
rillo ranges, brigado camps, etc. 

Ample facilities oven exist at Granville 
for tho furnishing of supplies, etc., and 
thu town is auro to increase as soon as the 
railway comes into operation. The place 
is more centrally situated than Victoria, 
which place, moreover, together with the 
ry dock at tisquimalt, is always protect- 
ed by a ship of wsr and a marine detach- 
ment quartered in tho navy yard. This 
protection perhaps might be withdrawn 
by the Imperial government should our 
new battery and district headquarters bo 
established thoro.

A SERIOUS (MTAHTltOrUK. 

On December 'J'2d an explosion took 
placo at a powder magazine, near Fatshan, 
in Quang-tung, which, according to Chin- 
ese reports, resultod in tho death of soino 
hundreds of persons. Tho victims in- 
cluded not only those connected with tho 
establishment, but the passers-by in tho 
thoroughfares adjacent. Thoro happened 
also to bo a passenger-boat passing on tho 
rivor opposite the powder mill at the timo 
and it was blown to pieces, with all tho 
pasaongors on board. The real number 
of lives lost will novor bo known, but 
thero is good roason to believe thoro woro 
hundreds of poor croaturos killed. 

Jn addition to tho lamentablo loss of 
life tho explosion cauaod groat loss to the 
Chineso government, as tho Chinese say 
that thousands of piculs of gunpowder 
wore destroyed. 

IIBFDHIKO A I'KL't'LIAIi LOAN. 

The North China Daily News says: 
"Tho nublo oiler of the Rav. Chester 
Ilolcomb to thelmpurial Chineso govern- 
ment has been rojocted. The offer made 
was to lend money for twenty or thirty 
years to tho amount of 20,000,1X10 taols at 
5 per cont. interest only, but tho londors 
woro for tho term of timo to construct and 
furnish, in fact, claimed tho right to ox- 
ploit, all railways iu China; so that tho 
self-denying rato of interest might not bo 
without its reward." 

NOTES. 

Tho war spirit is rampant in Peking. 

Tho Gorman oflicors at Tientsin aro 
making drastic reforms. The whole force 
of Li and of the High Commissioner 
Hsiang Oiling aro to be drilled on tho 
German system, all rides but the Mauser 
are to lie discarded, and no horse artillory 
or field guns are to bo permitted. 

At Take all tho Armstrong guns (mostly 
of old pattern and of high trajectory) have 
boen condemned, and aro to bo roplaced 
by Krupps. Rut as tho now Armstrong, 
a coiled gun, has from 25 to 33 por cent,

To the Editok.— Having noticod 
several petitions presented to the legisla- 
ture this sossion in favor of women being 
enfranchised and thinking it possible such 
petitions may bo regarded as tho desire of 
tho gonoral community, and that some 
fino morning thoy may learn to their as- 
tonishment it has become the law of tho 
land, I venture to submit that for our re- 
presentatives to jump to the conclusion 
that because of thosu isolated petitions 
they aro justified in making this addition 
to tho sullVago would be a mistaken con- 
ception of duty. 

The desire for fenialo suffrage is by no 
moans general ; there has boon no ex- 
pression in its favor at public meetings, 
or through communications to thu press; 
it represents only the wishes of a minority 
and is pretty much confined to Blue Rib- 
bon societies, and other advocates of tem- 
perance, who think by tho influence of 
tho woman's voto to bring about a pro 
hibitory liquor law. That is about tho be- 
ginning, tho middle anil the end of this 
movement ill favor of female Bulfrago. 
Natuially this tvill be denied, its advo- 
cates contending it is by no means of this 
limited character, but has the enlarged 
object of introducing the ameliorating in- 
fluence of women's vote iu tho choice of 
representatives. Bo that as it may, tho 
introduction of women to the polls is a 
matter that demands tho mout maturo do- 
liberation before so bold an experiment 
be carried into effect. It is no trilling 
matter and its adoption may create acri- 
monies where before thoro was pos.ee. 
The contentions of elections havo a mas- 
culine character ill harmonizing with 
women mixing up in them. Dor indirect 
inlluonce or her ulmnce will load to nioro 
good than hor direct influonco by hor 
presence. Tho position of women amongst 
tho British race has over boon held in 
high esteem. Tho British homo of which 
bIio has been tho Guardian Angel and 
which, through hor, for domestic happi- 
ness has never been surpassed, has by 
many boen regarded us the fountain-head 
from whence have proceeded those excol- 
loncies that make up I he national charac- 
ter; it would bo unwise to jeopardise this 
position by making hor a politician. Men 
and women havo thoir respective vo- 
cations, and thoso who think boforo they 
act will know whore to draw tho lino.

It vns civ El L'ajo Btreot, in El Paso, 
Tuxas, thut I remarked to a frliiud. that I 
desired to know how tho statu of Texas, 
that Lono Star stato of .lotto things and 
wild romance, camo to possess nu armed 
force of state troopa over In the Ucld. Ho 
replied: "1 know but little of It, but there 
is a man who can tell you all, "and he 
pointed to u young fellow standing near 
tho door of the lur^o butclier storo of 
Mundj 1 Bros.', on El Pusso Btreet 44 Who 
Is ho?" I Inquired "Why, who La hot 
Why, he Is .1 . H. Gillett, now our atrial- 
ant marshal, but onco ono of tho best 
rangers In the frontier battalion that «vor 
put spur to a horse or inside a homo thief's 
heart, go right down iu hia boors. I'll In- 
troduce you. " 

When, after being Introduced, I stated 
tho desire t had to know all about tho 
rangers, In the interest of Tho Globo 
liomocrnt, Mr. Gillett said: 

"To toll nil about the Texan rangers 
worth telling would till a good-^lzeil vol- 
umn, so you will have to bo content with 
an outline. The history of tho ntuto in 
tho southwest, from the days of the 
Lono Star republic to tho present hour, 
has been one of continued struggle with 
savngH and seiul-stivage foes, and the 
ulato had front timu to time since tho 
war to raise troops to stand olT the 
Indians ami help the authorities in up- 
holding thi' law. It was in 1H7-1, however, 
when Governor Richard Coke was in of- 
fice, that Hie present organization of 
rangers wad effected. Tho legislature ap- 
propriated #800,000 to protect the border 
counties, aud ;i suitable police, under tho 
control of thu state and Adjutant General 
Steele, was Jinmodiately formed. 

"It consisted then of six companies of 
seventy five men ea-b. Each company 
was comuuimloil by a captain, two lieu- 
tenants, three sergeants ami foUl .orpur- 
als. It whs soon found that the appro- 
priation would not boMilllciont to support 
this establishment, and reductions had to 
be made from time to time, so that at 
present the companies aro only twonty-flve 
Strong, and have but one captain, ono lieu- 
tenant, one sergeant and two corporals 
each. " 

"What would In 1 ubout tho present 
strength of the force"" 

"About inn men, which Is ample just 
now. •InlRR'2" continued the marshal. 
"Congressman I'pson introduced a bill, 
which passed botii houses and was ap- 
proved by tiie president, refunding to tho 
state fcl.lNIO.OUl) expended for frontier de- 
fense, but the money has not yet been re- 
ceived by the state. 

"What Is the present pay of a ranger?" 

"Well, a eaptniu gfts $100 a month, 
rations and allowance for two horses; a 
lieutenant £7r>, same rations and allow- 
ance for two horses; u sergeant *30, ra- 
tions and allowance tor one horse: a cor- 
poral $ofi, rations aud allowance for one 
horse, and a private $ 80. and allowance the 
eamc as corporal. Privates used to re- 
ceive $40 ik month when the battalion was 
first organized. 

41 What does tho allowance foi f» horse 
amount to? " 

"A little, over §11 a mouth. Thu ineti 
provide their own burses and arms, but 
tho stale furnishes all tho ammunition 
they require. " 

"Are the men till Tnxansr" 

"No, the rule Is tho reverse, Tory are 
from every state ia the L'niou, and many 
Of them are young fellows most respect- 
ably connected. Very few of the old hands 
except oflicers arc now in the service. 
Capt. L. P. Beiker is thu veteran of the 
battalion, flu joined in May, Itifi, and 
has served without losing h day ever 
eincri lie Is now captain of company D, 
which he entered as n privnta This com- 
pany killed more Indians and rustlers 
than any other In tho service. " 

"What are the usual duties of a 
ranger V" 

"He is a state police officer and a sol- 
dier at tho eama time. In the one capac- 
ity he performs tho duties of a deputy 
sheriff and Is in addition empowered to 
arrest without warrant nil fugitives from 
Justice In the state. A list of these fugi- 
tives Is furnished from tho oflko of the 
adjutant general from time to time for 
the Information of thu rangers. Like- to 
fee It?" 

The serlbo Fair! ho would, and Mr. Gil- 
lett produced a ponderous roll of closely-

tlio state was desirous to ren -w acquaint- 
ance.

RAW VICTUALS, AND HOW THEY ARE 
CULTIVATED, 



Dih rind Downs of u Gardener's Ufc —Why 
Llo Never Grows lUcb— All Worn 
uml No Flay for o 
lliire Living. 



[Cincinnati Enquirer.] 

On a recent day a number of men and 
women were observed hard at work In a 
patch of garden Just beyond Camp 
Washington. Tho weary traveler ven- 
tured upon tlio promises, and curiosity, as 
well as serving a business purpose, led 
him lo an Investigation of tho affairs 
about tho place, and the manner in which 
they were conducted Any vIowh thut 
might have been entertained of entering 
tlio llfo of a gardener were entirely difl- 
polled before tho scene was lefL Most of 
tlio workers seemed too busy to talk, and 
tlio majority were unable to understand 
tlio English language After several 
fruitless oifortB to pry into tho business 
affairs of theso 'people, tlio travolcr ap- 
proached a man and woman who ap- 
peared to bo more at leisure than tho rest, 
aud who afterward turned out to bo hus- 
band and wife. 

They wore side by sldo on their knees 
and bonding over a hot-bod. Tho two 
were engaged In planting lottuco and 
radishes Slowly and carefully tho work 
was performed, as though tho city's pro- 
visions for the next six months depended 
upon tho coming "crop" of tho small 
hot bed. Finallv tlio work of ouo bed 
wns finished una that of un adjoining ouo 
begun. 

"When will that be ready for market'/" 

"About dio 1st of May, dryly replifwl 
thu man, fa broken English, and without 
stopping his work. 

"What if the floods come again? " 

"Then the whole business will bo ruined 
and all you sco around rou now will ho 
destroyed, " said ho, with a sigh, and tho 
woman added. "We never have a chance 
to save n cent. If wo live we ore doing 
well. Tho landlord charges us ijtiu per 
year for each acre of ground, and that is 
almost as much as we get from a good 
crop. This bed you see will yield a 
basketful of lettuce on a good crop, and 
will Iwi worth !Ki cents ucxt spring. Hero 
are twenty large beds of lettuce that oc- 
cupy a great deal of ground We are 
working them now, will watch tluini all 
winter "mid next spring the lettuce must 
be taken from tho ground, washed and 
prepared for market Then we must 
drive to tho city and look for buyers, 
For all this we get $10. The radishes 
will bo ubout tho same " 

" What elao do you raise?" 

"Inthehot-bedsV Well, that otic will 
contain cucumbers, which will be, ready 
by tho 1st of .June. " 

"flow many cucumbers will ench bed 
hold— a basketful f 

Tho two laughed again, and tho mnti 
said: "I wish It did. If wo got five from 
each wo will think It a big crop. About 
three to each Ixd is the average They 
Bell foi 5 cents apiece, or two tor 6, ac- 
cording to the size 8o yon see there U 
not much profit, there, neither. When 
the cucumbers are ripe the beds are taken 
up and piled in some corner until fulL 
Then wo plant cabbage and turnips, which 
are ready for salo iu tho falL When tho 
cabbage aud turnips ore sold out we ar- 
range the hot-beds again, und do the work 
wo are doing uow. " 

"Are expenses heavy?" 

"Tho greatest expense ia tho rent, 
which Is kOO per acre j>cr year. It takes 
four or fJve acres to make a common-sized 
garden The laud all around here brings 
ubout tho same rent, and further out from 
here rent la cheaper. " 

The gardeners who gTow wealthy In tho 
present day are. few and far between. 
They probably have more ups and downs 
to contend with than any other class, but 
yot seem contented at all times. Most 
gardeners attcud market three times a 
week during the curly vegetable season, 
aud, while a heavy loacfaiid an empty 
purse are taken to tho city, an empty load 
and an only pnrtlidly-tilled purse uro 
brought home. During tho war the small 
nuuther of gardeners then in tho vicinity 
of Cincinnati made money, most of thorn 
growing wealthy, nnd tho well-to-do per- 
sons of that class to-day are those who rc- 
alized high profits on their produce before 
and during the late rebellion. Produce 
was then high, and raised by gardoners iu 
abundance. 8iuco that time the number 
has rapidly increased, until nearly every 
available tract within easy access to the 
city is occupied by these people, as tlw 
city grows and tho population Increases 
tlio doniiiiid for evory commodity of Ufa, 
Including "garden truck," becomes 
greater, but tho increase of Uio product of 
tho gardener exceeds tho increased do- 
mand for tho same, having a tendency to 
oversupply the market and maintain a 
very low price for tho gooda
